TOWN ECONOMY

OSWESTRY Show organis¬ 
ers have told of their delight 
after securing a new festival 
for next year that will bring 
thousands of pounds into the 
town’s economy. 

As committee members prepare to 
open the gates on this year’s annu¬ 
al show, the team has also revealed 
an international showjumping event 
will take place at the Park Hall Show- 
ground in 2018. 

Scope Festival, which comes with £150,000 
in prize money, will be held from August 20 to 
26 after agreeing to move from its traditional 
venue in Staffordshire. 

Show president Steve Mosford said the event 
was a major coup for the Oswestry and District 
Agricultural Society. 

“We are expecting hun¬ 
dreds of competitors at the 
event over the week from 
across the UK and further 
afield,” he said. 

“They will be staying in the 
area, eating at local restau¬ 
rants and cafes, shopping lo¬ 
cally and putting fuel in their 
vehicles. It all brings money 
into the Oswestry economy.” 

Meanwhile, Saturday’s 
Oswestry Show is expected 
to attract more than 15,000 visitors with a full 
day of entertainment. 

Mr Mosford, who has worked as veterinary 
surgeon in the area for 35 years, added: “It is 
a really big day out for visitors. We are a tradi¬ 
tional show where people can see the magnifi¬ 
cent farm animals and discover where their food 
comes from. 

“Agriculture is hugely important to the econ¬ 
omy of the area from farms to the companies 
that supply those farms. 

“Oswestry continues to have a vibrant econ¬ 
omy and it is still noticeable that on market day, 
which both the livestock market and retail mar¬ 
ket are on, that the town is busy.” 

This year’s main ring attractions include a 
field gun display, echoing the previous history of 
Park Hall, a former army camp. 

There will also be a display by the Company of 
Horsemen, which puts on a spectacular jousting 
tournament. 

Show chairman Nigel Whittingham said the 
show could only go ahead because of the band of 
volunteers who gave up their time to help.

Oswestry Show 
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School submits plans for 
£lm theatre development

AN independent school has sub¬ 
mitted plans to build a million 
pound theatre in their grounds 
on the Shropshire border. 

Bosses at Moreton Hall girls’ school, 
near Oswestry, have submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and hope to see the first curtain go 
up in 2019. 

The idea for a 300-seat community the¬ 
atre was born when benefactors Bill and 
Julie Holroyd saw the positive benefits of 
drama through their own daughter’s edu¬ 
cation. 

Mr Holroyd said: “I feel the girls of More- 
ton Hall can successfully lead a campaign 
that will add to their experience - but most 
importantly, result in a place for the com¬ 
munity to come together and learn about, 
participate in and enjoy all that the arts 
have to offer. 

“I look forward to being in the audience 
when the doors open.” 

The plans by Tim Ronalds Architects, 
the company who designed the Hackney 
Empire, are estimated to cost just under £1 
million. 

So far more than £900,000 has been 
raised including a pledge from Old More- 
tonian Sheila Reid, who is best-known for 
her performance as Madge Harvey in ITV’s 
sitcom Benidorm. 

Headmaster Jonathan Forster said: “It is 
now up to the enterprising and community 
spirit in and around Moreton Hall to see 
this plan come to fruition. 

“The aim is for the current students to 
follow in the footsteps of the girls who, in 
the 80s and 90s, were successful in their 
efforts to open Gobowen Railway Station.” 

If successful, the box office, catering, de¬ 
signing and producing would be run by the 
students as part of Moreton Enterprises, 
the school added. 

The centre, which would comprise a the¬ 
atre, foyer, toilets and backstage area, has 
received the backing of local schools and 
drama groups who would be able to use the 
facilities at Moreton. 

A decision is expected from Shropshire 
Council by September 7. 


NEW play equipment costing £17,000 has 
been unveiled at Gobowen Playing Fields 
after the local parish council secured fund¬ 
ing. 

The money came from grants from the 
Big Lottery, Three Parishes Big Local, The 
Hilton Jones Trust and Gobowen Youth 
Partnership. 

Included in the grant from The Three 
Parishes Big Local was additional funding 
for a community event which enabled the 


parish council to put on a launch event and 
engage local people. 

More than 100 children from Gobowen 
Primary School attended the launch event 
with around 40 parents which included an 
ice cream van with free treats, inflatable 
games and activities run by The New Saints 
Football Club as well as the opportunity for 
children to spend the morning playing on 
the wide range of equipment on the playing 
field. 


Lucy Luke, headteacher at Gobowen Pri¬ 
mary School, said: “We are proud to be part 
of this community and are very grateful to 
the parish council for their continued sup¬ 
port of our young people.” 

“This event is a wonderful way for every¬ 
one to celebrate these new facilities”. 

At the event, Three Parishes Big Local 
chairman, Nick Heard, said: “It was lovely 
to see so many children and their families 
enjoying themselves outdoors.” 
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Housing 
plot is up 
for sale for 

£ 850,000 

A PIECE of land with planning per¬ 
mission for more than 20 homes is on 
the market for £850,000. 

The section of land is at the top of 
Red Bank in Welshpool and has been 
part of the local development plan for 
over 20 years in the town. 

Planning permission has previously 
been granted for 24 four bedroom 
houses to be built. 

The land is next to Brynfa Avenue 
and is behind the recently constructed 
Burgess Close, which was built at a 
cost of £5.6 million for 45 properties 
three years ago. 

The field is on the market for 
£850,000 with Harry Ray and Co, and 
is owned by the Burgess Land Trust, 
which is run by the town council. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said: 
“It isn’t really anything new, we’ve 
had permission on this land for years 
and now we have decided to put it on 
the market. 

“We’ve already sold four plots near 
the site where construction is soon to 
start. 

“This is allocated under the local 
development plan and isn’t the only 
one, there are a host of plots owned 
by the Burgess Land Trust within the 
town.” 

Mr Robinson said there is a com¬ 
mon misconception in Welshpool that 
the Burgress Land Trust money is to 
be used for the people of Welshpool, 
however that is not the case. 

It was set up by an Act of Parlia¬ 
ment in 1761 to maintain all the 
council and public buildings within 
the town. 

When that objective has been met, 
then the money will go to help pro¬ 
jects and people in the town. 

Harry Ray & Co said: “This el¬ 
evated site commands exceptional 
views of the surrounding countryside 
and is accessed directly off Brynfa Av¬ 
enue. 

“This is the only site in Welshpool 
with detailed planning consent and 
the selling agents are pleased to re¬ 
port there is a good demand for hous¬ 
ing in this area.” 


Amy's treadmill world 
record bid is dashed

MARATHON world-record hold- 
er Amy Hughes has been told 
her latest challenge, running the 
most miles on a treadmill in sev¬ 
en days, will not be recognised 
by Guinness World Records. 

She said she was “devastated” that 
the challenge will not count. 

The 29-year-old from West Felton near 
Oswestry took to a treadmill in the Traf- 
ford Centre in Manchester last September 
and over seven days ran 20 hours a day to 
clock up 520 miles, three more than the 
current Treadmill Challenge World Record. 

She raised thousands of pounds for the 
53 Foundation to help people with disabili¬ 
ties keep active. In the summer of 2014 she 
set her first record of the most marathons 
in consecutive days, 53 in 53 days around 
Britain. 

She said: “I’m devastated, heartbroken 
and so, so angry. After seven days of ulti¬ 
mate hell, pain and complete exhaustion 
and then 10 months of waiting Guinness 
World Records have declined my world re¬ 
cord attempt. With 24 hours live footage, 
videos recording all the key milestones 
asked for, thousands of witnesses in a 
public environment, an hourly log of mile¬ 
age, breaks and sleep time - it’s still not 
enough.” 

Guinness World Records has told Amy 
that the record will not count because it 
was not independently validated as it was 
her boyfriend, Dave Keighley that logged 
the challenge. 

Mr Keighley said others could not have 
afforded to take a week out to record the 
running. “However one of the sponsors, 
Millet Sports, had a 24-hour web cam on 
the whole time,” he said. 

A spokesman for Guinness World Re¬ 
cords said: “All records come with a set 
of rules that have to be adhered. Un¬ 
fortunately, the witness recording the 
majority of Amy’s progress was not inde¬ 
pendent of her, meaning we were unable 
to ratify the attempt as this is an infringe¬ 
ment of a core policy for record valida¬ 
tion.”

Bosses from SP Energy Networks re¬ 
cently held a meeting to consult on the new 
132,000-volt overhead power line scheme 
which will run across North Shropshire. 

The firm wants to develop a wooden pole 
overhead line between Oswestry and Wem, 
which it says will support local growth and 
future development in the region. 

Representatives of the company spoke 
to residents about how the wooden poles 
would fit in to the landscape and how they 
would be able to work alongside farming 
activities. 

A spokesman for SP Energy Networks 
said: “Following the publication of the lat¬ 
est project newsletter, some residents in 
the Noneley area requested to meet with 
the project team to discuss our proposals. 

“We were happy to do so and discussed 
topics such as how the wooden poles would 
fit in to the landscape and how we would be 
able to work alongside farming activities. 

“The meetings were positive and bene¬ 
ficial for our team and hopefully for resi¬ 
dents as well. The feedback will further 
help our plans ahead of consultations later 
this year.” 


to temporarily suspend inpatient services 
at Midwife-Led Units (MLLJs) in Oswestry, 
Bridgnorth and Ludlow for between three 
and six months from July 1. 

The maternity service has faced a com¬ 
bination of short-term and long-term sick¬ 
ness in recent months. A significant fall in 
the number of midwives prepared to work 
overtime or temporary bank shifts to cover 
for colleagues at times of sickness has also 
stretched staffing levels. 

The trust is in the process of interviewing 
more midwives this month. Simon Wright, 
chief executive of SaTH said: “We are cur¬ 
rently consulting with the public about the 
future of maternity services. 

“We are listening to concerns and take 
all of those on board. We then want to start 
offering solutions that will give patients 
centred care. But I want to emphasise our 
MLUs are open for some services. We are 
invested in providing community solutions 
so we continue to want to do that. 

“What is important to us is we are staff¬ 
ing our services around the need of the 
mum and baby - not bricks and mortar. 

“We are still seeing a lot of mums want¬ 
ing to come to the consultant-led unit and 
that is a national trend. 

“But it is important once we have got our 
strategy on how our care will look going for¬ 
ward we really need to promote the commu¬ 
nity offers. 

“There is no doubt at all we will always 
want to have a rural solution. We need to 
make sure that solution will provide the 
safest and best possible care.” 

The temporary closure of the unit at 
Oswestry, which is based at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital, and worries about its 
long term future led to a recent protest 
and march from health campaigners. The 
campaigners walked from Oswestry to the 
orthopaedic hospital as part of the protest.

A big round of applause is due 
to those who helped get Welsh¬ 
pool’s “Anti-Litter Campaign” off 
the ground at the weekend in a 
bid to tackle the issue which is 
affecting towns across the coun¬ 
try. 

The Town Council has formed 
the group of litter fighters as a 
back-up to the town’s Street 
Scene team after taking over 
the service from Powys County 
Council in the bid to keep Welsh¬ 
pool an inviting town to visit.

Natural wonders revealed 


during 

A BioBlitz survey on an 
Oswestry landmark was a 
huge success, sue Austin 
reports _ 

OLD Oswestry was once the 
stronghold of the Celtic tribe 
known as the Cornovii, but re¬ 
cently a new band of citizens 
took command of its formida¬ 
ble ramparts for the day. 

Naturalists and volunteers scaled 
the hillfort’s lush slopes in beautiful 
sunshine on the hunt for wildlife as 
part of a landmark survey. 

Specialists in moths, bats, birds, bees, 
beetles, spiders and small mammals came 
from all over Shropshire to take part in 
the BioBlitz. The aim was to take a snap¬ 
shot of the hillfort’s flora and fauna over 
24 hours, most likely the first major eco¬ 
logical study in its 3,000 year history. 

BioBlitzers young and old foraged care¬ 
fully for specimens to identify and record, 
safely releasing collected fauna, including 
insects, moths and spiders, back on the 
ramparts. 

The event was organised by Turnstone 
Ecology, the hillfort ecology consultant 
to English Heritage who supported the 
event in association with the Oswestry 
Heritage Gateway group. Funding came 
from The Charlotte Hartey Foundation 
and Three Parishes Big Local Partner¬ 
ship/Big Lottery, with volunteers from 
the Three Parishes Community Wildlife 
Group also participating. Children had 
the opportunity to make and paint a 
butterfly decoration in an activity led by 
Artists Hugging the Hillfort. 

The findings will update and expand 
records compiled over the years by ex-

perts from the Shropshire Wildlife 
Trust and Shropshire Botanical Society 
which both supported the event. Data 
will also help guide on-going landscape 
maintenance to ensure it safeguards 
the hillfort’s archaeological structures 
and thriving ecology. 

Clare Knight, the event organiser 
and an ecologist at Turnstone Ecology, 
said: “The BioBlitz was a huge success 
with many different and notable species 
recorded thanks to a fantastic range of 
local experts and volunteers kindly giv¬ 
ing their time to support the event. We 
are still collating the data but we esti¬ 
mate between 400 and 500 species were 
recorded, which has far exceeded our 
expectations and is a brilliant result.” 

The last major investigations on Old 
Oswestry date back to 1939-1940 when 


Professor William Varley carried out 
archaeological excavations. Professor 
Varley unearthed Bronze Age, Iron Age 
and Roman finds, and there were plenty 
of exciting discoveries at the BioBlitz. 

Over 400 species of flora or fauna 
were logged on the day, including an 
encouraging number not previously re¬ 
corded. A highlight was a rare sighting 
of the larva of a Thistle Tortoise Bee¬ 
tle, thanks to the expert eye of Caroline 
Uff, Shropshire’s County Recorder for 
terrestrial beetles. This resourceful 
creature uses droppings and debris to 
camouflage itself. Fortunately, the skil¬ 
ful lens of Whitchurch-based wildlife 
photographer, Stephen Barlow, was 
on hand to capture the moment. The 
photo has proved a big draw for bug 
lovers on Flickr, attracting over 70,000 


views. Experts identified no less than 23 
spider species, including 16 not listed in 
existing site data, and 23 beetle species, 
none of which had been recorded on the 
hillfort before. Volunteers also collected 
samples of diptera - small flies and mos¬ 
quitos - which will add to the species list 
after analysis by the County Recorder. 

Plant life is blooming with a healthy 
number of finds including Heath Milk¬ 
wort, Slender St John’s-wort and the 
rare Greater Broomrape. Newts, lizards, 
bees, butterflies, moths, and many more 
animals made an appearance. 

Yellowhammer, Skylark and Linnet 
were spotted, bird species at risk in the 
UK though currently present on Old 
Oswestry. The ecology team was also 
encouraged by a sighting of a Meadow 
Pipit, another bird dwindling in number 
and thought to have all but disappeared 
from the hillfort. 

With monitoring continuing into the 
night, experts identified six species of 
bat, including the Lesser Horseshoe 
and Leisler’s bat. Specialist equipment 
was used to record them echo-locating 
- emitting high pitched sounds to help 
them navigate as they foraged over the 
hillfort. Neil Phillips of the Oswestry 
Heritage Gateway group said: “The Bi¬ 
oBlitz was a real day of discovery and 
provided opportunities for children to 
get hands on collecting specimens, using 
microscopes and reference books to iden¬ 
tify them, then enjoying the moment 
they could let them free again.” 

Old Oswestry is protected as both a 
heritage and wildlife site. In recognition 
of its national significance, it has been a 
Scheduled Monument since 1934 and is 
in the guardianship of English Heritage.

Last week, Defra Secretary of 
State, Michael Gove informed 
us that all new cars powered by 
petrol and diesel will be banned 
by 2040 - just 23 years away. 

This timescale might not be 
precisely right, but what it does 
is establish the direction we are 
heading in. Actually, all it really 
does is tell us about the change 
that is already taking place. 

Many usually well informed 
people have denounced the 
move away from conventionally 
powered cars as both unwise 
and unlikely to happen. To me 
this seems a ‘Head in the sand’ 
response. It’s already happening 
- accelerating away. Diesel and 
petrol cars are on the way out. 

It’s not just the UK Govern¬ 
ment which sees an end to pet¬ 
rol and diesel cars. Two weeks 
ago, Emmanuel Macron, the 
new President of France made 
the same announcement. Nor¬ 
way is bringing in the change by 
2025 - just eight years away. In 
2013, there were 3,500 electric 
cars on our roads. Today it’s over 
100,000. Volvo has announced 
it will go all electric or hybrid by 
2019. BMW has last week an¬ 
nounced a new assembly line to 
build electric Minis in Oxford. 

New models are being 
launched in the UK every month. 
Every car manufacturer is bring¬ 
ing out electric cars. We may 
well have reached the ‘tipping 
point’ already. Of course there 
are multiple challenges. Where 
will the electricity come from? 
At present we don’t know where 
the new generation will come 
from. But last week, Britain’s first 
‘floating’ offshore wind turbine 
was launched - much earlier 
than we expected. 

This, combined with develop¬ 
ing battery storage technology, 
will transform generation from 
wind, without need to trash our 
landscapes. Storage technology 
will also transform prospects for 
solar. New nuclear will come on 
stream, hopefully through small 
modular reactors. Perhaps other 
power sources, such as hydro¬ 
gen, will emerge over the next 
two decades - as well as energy 
sources we’ve not yet thought 
of. And of course there are not 
yet enough charging points to 
enable long journeys. 

We know that, but an appro¬ 
priate network will develop as 
demand grows. And anyway, the 
range of new electric cars is in¬ 
creasing rapidly. 

King Canute was rolled over 
by the unstoppable tide. Our 
car manufacturers will not want 
to be rolled over by electric cars 
while they chase a falling market.

MY BABY WAS BORN PREMATURELY 
SO HOW WILL THIS AFFECT MY MATERNITY LEAVE? 

Q: Due to having pre-eclampsia I was hospitalised nine weeks before my baby was due to be born and doctors had to deliver her a month early. As 
a result of this, both my baby and I were very poorly and it meant I was off work before my maternity leave officially started. My baby is now eight 
weeks old and it was only last week that she was well enough for us to bring her home from hospital. Now I am wondering where all this leaves me 
regarding my maternity leave from work? 

A: In cases where babies are born early, and prior to commencement of the mother’s maternity leave, maternity leave officially starts the day after 
the baby is born. However, if a mother has been absent from work in the four week period leading up to her due birth date because of complications 
with her pregnancy, then maternity leave will commence from the date she finished work within that four week period. In your case, as you were 
off work for nine weeks before giving birth, your absence for the first five weeks should have been treated as sick leave. 

A mother is entitled to 52 weeks’ maternity leave, consisting of 26 weeks’ ordinary maternity leave and 26 weeks’ additional maternity leave. 
Unfortunately there is no provision within the law for further additional leave if a baby is born prematurely. If you have not already done so, you 
should notify your employers about the early delivery of your baby and provide them with the date on which she was born. This will enable them to 
recalculate your maternity leave end date. Once your employers have received notice of the early birth they have 28 days in which to respond with 
the new end date of your maternity leave.

Club closes 
for final time

Founder member of 
group passes away 

A FOUNDING member of a railway 
heritage group has died. 

Brian Rowe worked on the Cambrian 
Railways when he left school at the age 
of 15 to work in the Oswestry Signal 
Box before moving to become an engine 
cleaner, a pre-requisite to becoming a 
fireman on a locomotive. 

Following his national service Mr 
Rowe became a fireman on the railway 
in London before returning to Oswestry 
where he worked until the line was 
closed in 1966. 

He then became a welder and even¬ 
tually a weld inspector and worked in 
Scotland, Russia and across the Middle 
East. 

In 1988 he retired, returned to 
Oswestry and co-founded the Cambrian 
Railway Society. Mr Rowe’s brother 
Tony, said: “He was very proud of his 
membership number, which was num¬ 
ber one.

AN MP who is co-sponsoring a new 
parliamentary bill is calling on emer¬ 
gency staff to contact her if they have 
ever been attacked in the course of 
their duties. 

Clwyd South’s Labour MP, Susan 
Elan Jones is a co-sponsor of Rhondda 
MP Chris Bryant’s Crime (Assaults 
on Emergency Staff) Bill. 

The bill will make attacks on emer¬ 
gency workers such as police, fire and 
ambulance crews an aggravated of¬ 
fence. 

In a bid to push the bill through, 
the MP wants local staff to contact 
her about their experiences of being 
attacked. 

She said: “Although it’s already 
an offence to attack a police officer 
in the course of their duties, there’s 
widespread acknowledgement that 
few people get prosecuted and the 
sentences that are handed out are far 
too weak. 

“Doctors, nurses and paramedics 
don’t have additional legal protection 
at all which is dreadful when a survey 
last December showed hospital staff 
in Wales were physically attacked 
more than 18,000 times at work over 
the last five years. 

“I invite any constituent who works 
in emergency services and who has 
ever been assaulted in the course of 
their duties to email me in confidence 
on susan.jones.mp@parliament.uk if 
they’d like me to speak in Parliament 
about what happened to them. No-one 
should be attacked when they’re just 
doing their job - and the criminals 
who attack our emergency service 
personnel should have to face tougher 
sentences. 

“I think it’s high time our law did 
more to protect the people who work 
so hard in our emergency services.” 


Neighbour objects to 
centre's planning bid

A MAN who lives next to the 
British Ironwork Centre near 
Oswestry has objected to a plan¬ 
ning application lodged by the 
popular attraction. 

The attraction has applied for ret¬ 
rospective planning permission after 
it was revealed the centre bypassed 
regulations as it became one of Shrop¬ 
shire’s most successful venues. 

The centre turned a warehouse into a 
showroom and constructed new toilets 
without the necessary permission. The 
new application includes changing the use 
of land and buildings, building extensions 
to form an enterprise centre, and creating 
visitor parking areas, camping field, nature 
reserve and children’s play area. 

The retrospective application has re¬ 
ceived hundreds of comments and message 
of support from visitors, charities, commu¬ 
nity groups and more who say the attrac¬ 
tion is good for the town. 

But a neighbour has now objected to the 
plans. 

In a letter to Shropshire Council, Colin 
Coxon said: “The noise from the public ad¬ 
dress system can be heard clearly, word by 
word, from our garden. 

“Secondly, at a recent musical event held 
at the centre, we were subjected to an in¬ 
tense and lengthy bombardment of high 
percussion fireworks which seemed to ex¬ 
plode right above our property causing our 
animals to be terrified as well as waking us 
up. 

“It felt like we were in a war zone.” 

Mr Coxon also raised concerns about cars 
exiting onto the B5009 road.

Dozens of 
vehicles are 
seized by 
police officers 

NEARLY 40 vehicles were seized by 
Dyfed-Powys Police in one month 
since the force was given the legal 
authority to seize untaxed vehicles at 
the roadside. 

In the first month of adopting de¬ 
volved powers from the DVLA officers 
have seized dozens of cars. 

The authority to seize untaxed ve¬ 
hicles has come from a collaborative 
arrangement with the DVLA for de¬ 
volved powers under the Vehicle Ex¬ 
cise Duty (Immobalisation, Removal 
and Disposal of Vehicles) Regulations 
1997. 

The powers came into effect on 
June 1, and have seen roads policing 
unit officers seize and remove 37 ve¬ 
hicles committing qualifying vehicle 
excise duty offences. 

Dyfed-Powys Police’s Business Sup¬ 
port Unit Assistant Director Andrew 
Edwards said: “We are absolutely 
delighted to have the opportunity to 
assume and implement these devolved 
powers from the DVLA. 

“It is an extremely positive example 
of collaborative working. 

“These devolved powers will greatly 
assist in removing illegally driven ve¬ 
hicles from our roads. 

“We are determined to keep our 
roads safe and will always take appro¬ 
priate action, using the legal powers 
that are available to us, to ensure an¬ 
yone who chooses to break the law is 
appropriately dealt with.” 

The new powers are currently 
being exercised by road policing unit 
officers, but will also be rolled out 
across the four divisions to other staff, 
police said.

New 999 scheme 
proves a success 

A NEW scheme which has been pilot¬ 
ed since last summer to help speed up 
ambulance response times is proving 
a success. 

The government has announced 
approval for the Ambulance Response 
Programme which has been developed 
by clinicians over the last 18 months 
and bosses say is the most rigorously 
tested programme of its kind any¬ 
where in the world. Under the new 
system, call-handlers in the 999 con¬ 
trol rooms ask additional questions 
that can very quickly identify those 
patients who will be the highest pri¬ 
ority. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has been one of three ambulance 
trusts piloting the new scheme and 
bosses say the benefits are already 
starting to show. 

Drivers facing 
checks in villages 

THE Safer Roads Partnership is cur¬ 
rently carrying out speed enforcement 
in villages around Oswestry. 

The team is concentrating on the 
Oswestry Rural North areas of Whit¬ 
tington, St Martins, Weston Rhyn and 
Gobowen. 

The team are members of the West 
Mercia Police and Warwickshire Po¬ 
lice workforce and the partnership 
aims to influence road user behaviour 
and to make roads safer across the 
counties of Warwickshire, Worcester¬ 
shire, Herefordshire, Shropshire and 
the Borough of Telford and Wrekin. 

A spokesperson said: “Through an 
increased emphasis on local, regional 
and national partnership working and 
listening to the needs of our commu¬ 
nities we will endeavour to achieve 
our shared outcome of reducing the 
number of people killed or seriously 
injured on our roads.” 


School bosses amend 
plans for new car park

A SCHOOL has changed plans 
for a controversial car park ear¬ 
marked for the site of a famous 
battle that gave Oswestry its 
name. 

Oswestry School came under fire 
when it submitted plans in April to 
build a 42 bay car park on the Maes 
Y Llan site - thought to be where the 
battle between King Oswald and King 
Penda took place. 

In response to the objections, bosses have 
now submitted an amended application to 
Shropshire Council. The new application 
proposes reducing the number of car park¬ 
ing spaces for the site to 27. A planning 
statement on behalf of Oswestry School 
said the plans would not impact on any site 
of historical importance. 

It stated: “The school has undertaken 
surveys and regularly have 20 staff cars 
parked on the road due to existing car park 
facilities being full, either on Upper Brook 
Street or Maserfield. 

“Given the general uncertainty about 
the exact location of the battle, and the 
limited ground disturbance the proposed 
development will cause, it is the view that 
the site has low-moderate archaeological 
potential.” 

Sport England has objected to the plans 
on the grounds that it could lead to the loss 
of use of a playing field. 

Maggie Taylor from Sport England said: 
“It is stated that there is no loss of either 
winter or summer sports pitches however 
this would not appear to be entirely correct. 

“The proposed car parking appears to im¬ 
pact the outfield of a junior cricket pitch.”

SEVERN Trent said the integration 
of Dee Valley Water into the business 
is ‘going well’ following the compa¬ 
ny’s £84 million takeover in February. 

The Shropshire water supplier won 
the battle to take over the Mid and 
North Wales-based company earlier 
this year, and has now pointed to pos¬ 
itive progress in the deal since then. 

It came as the company delivered 
a trading update for the period from 
April 1 to July 19, in which it said it 
expects to meet investors’ expecta¬ 
tions for its financial performance. 

It also raised the guidance for the 
performance of its business services 
division, following the sales of its 
North American operations for £48m. 
It said its guidance for the rest of its 
business services arm had been up¬ 
graded and: “We now expect growth 
in both revenue and profit before 
interest and tax in this segment, 
on a like-for-like basis.” Meanwhile 
because of the opening up of retail 
competition in the industry this year, 
Severn Trent has forged a joint ven¬ 
ture with fellow water giant United 
Utilities, called Water Plus, to handle 
all their business customers. 

Severn Trent said: “It has strongly 
positioned itself in the new market, 
including winning a number of large 
multi-site customers such as Kwik- 
Fit and David Lloyd Leisure. Severn 
Trent has more than eight million 
customers across Central England 
and Wales, including in Shropshire. 

Severn Trent is also looking at its 
plans for a 2019 price change, which 
its said “looks set to be a challenging 
review”. “However, we are encour¬ 
aged by the opportunities of higher 
financial returns for ambitious and 
innovative companies,” Severn Trent 
added.

A FIREFIGHTER has hung up 
his helmet for the final time 
after 33 years of service. 

John Davies, 61, was the watch 
manager in charge at Oswestry 
Fire Station and brought an end 
to his career recently with his fi¬ 
nal drill. 

His long service as an on call fire¬ 
fighter covering the region means he 
has attended 1,700 weekly drill nights 
where firefighters practise their skills 
ready to deal with any emergency 
which comes their way. 

An engineer by trade, John has 
worked over the years at JCB in Wr¬ 
exham, Stadco in Shrewsbury and for 
Fred Jones’s steel production works 
in Oswestry, where he was allowed 
to leave work at a moment’s notice to 
answer 999 calls during his 26 years 
at the company. 

John said: “I joined the fire ser¬ 
vice in 1983 as a second job because I 
thought it may be interesting. 

“I’ve enjoyed my time at Oswestry 
Fire Station and it’s now time for 
someone else to take over.” 

He also praised area group manager 
Rob Corfield for his support. 

Over the years he has attended 
hundreds of emergency calls, many in 
the middle of the night to deal with 
house fires, road traffic victims, flood 
and hill rescues. 

Major incidents that stuck out was 
when he attended the scene of the 
tragic house fire which killed the Fos¬ 
ter family in Maesbrook in 2008, and 
the blaze that destroyed Woodside 
School. 

He added: “I never thought it was 


unusual but a lot of people don’t re¬ 
alise the amount of times you turn 
out in the dark and cold not knowing 
what you are going to and when you 
are coming home. 

“But if you can save a life, human 
or animal, you have done a good job as 


that’s what it is all about.” John, who 
is carriage and wagon manager at Lla¬ 
ngollen to Corwen’s Heritage Railway, 
has been watch manager at Oswestry 
Fire Station for the past ten years. 

Crew manager Ade Bowen paid trib¬ 
ute to John. 


He said: “He has done a good job, 
been very fair and understanding and 
has always been there for help if any¬ 
one has had a problem. 

“We are all very proud to have 
served under him and wish him well 
for the future.”

WHILE most cyclists take on 
challenges on their top-of- 
the-range road bike, a Shrop¬ 
shire cyclist will take on a 
100-mile cycle sportive on a 
folding commuter bike.

The 50-year-old from Oswestry has 
never taken part in a closed-road cycle 
but hopes to raise even more money for 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital Charity 
on the bike. “A few friends and I are 
regulars at Le Mans, France, for the 
24-hour endurance motor race,” Rich¬ 
ard said. “We used to take Brompton 
folding commuter bikes with us to 
get around the circuit and one year it 
was mooted that we should cycle to Le 
Mans from the French side of the Eng¬ 
lish Channel. 

“In 2016 we cycled our Bromptons 
from the top to the bottom of France; 
from Ouistreham, near Caen, to the 
Pyrenees, for the car racing in Pau.

VIKINGS took over fields in Welshpool as 
part of a unique exhibition. 

Hundreds of people flocked to see various dis¬ 
plays and battle re-enactments take place. 

One of the stand-out performances was the Vikings’ 
last stand during the reign of King Alfred the Great, and 
the historic re-enactment of the Battle of Buttington. 

Visitors stepped back in time at the Powis Castle show- 
field with a main Viking camp and two smaller Saxon and 
Welshpool camps set up showing 10th century life. 

Eva Bredsdorff, curator at the museum and organiser, 
who is Danish herself, said it had been a fantastic spec¬ 
tacle.

The Battle of Buttington, a small village near Welsh¬ 
pool, fascinated crowds as the story was told of armies 
reinforced by Danes of East Anglia and Northumbria who 
had settled in Britain. 

It is said that Alfred the Great held Hastein’s family 
captive, prompting a Danish attack. 

It ended with Hastein harrying the Danes up the River 
Thames and Severn to Buttington, where Hasten was 
besieged on all sides. Mayor Councillor Stephen Kaye 
heaped praise onto Eva for putting on such a unique 
event. 

He said: “To have something like this is brilliant, when 
do you ever see Vikings in Welshpool?”

Personnel hone 
their skills at 
training camp

NESSCLIFFE training camp near Oswestry 
has hosted two major field operations to al¬ 
low armed forces personnel to hone their 
skills. 

A scenario similar to ones played out in war 
zones such as Iraq or Afghanistan was staged 
in the rain and wind-lashed fields of the camp. 

Almost 100 soldiers of the 1st Queen’s Dragoon Guards 
were involved in a training exercise ahead of a six-week 
deployment to the National Training Centre in the Ma- 
jove Desert, California. 

The exercise involved ‘key leader engagement’ in a sce¬ 
nario set out to mimic those that take place in hostile 
places. 

Large military vehicles and armed soldiers were in¬ 
volved in securing an area of the training camp and the 
exercise saw personnel move in and engage in conversa¬ 
tions with ‘locals’ about security issues, concerns and eth¬ 
nic divides in the area. 

And in a separate exercise at the camp RAF reserves 
from all over the UK descended on the area to show what 
life is like in a real life military emergency situation. 

Over 200 reserves along with regular RAF officers took 
part in Exercise Meddygol Opps, providing training and 
demonstrating how forces establish a medical treatment 
facility in a hostile environment. 

Reserves tended to the patient in a situation designed 
to replicate ones seen every day in Afghanistan and other 
war zones.

Society has 
mountain 
use worries 


WITH the sun shining and the 
summer holidays just round the 
corner, the next few weeks and 
months are a great time to in¬ 
troduce children to nature. And 
where better to start than the lo¬ 
cal pond? 

Whether you are lucky enough to 
have a pond at home, be out explor¬ 
ing streams or rock pools, or even just 
looking in a water butt, you will be 
amazed at the different wildlife you 
can find there. 

Pond dipping will always reveal a star¬ 
tling array of previously unseen wildlife. It 
really is like partaking in a lucky dip and 
extracting a prize every time. 

From caddis fly larvae in their beauti¬ 
fully constructed homes, to ‘jokers’ or red 
bloodworms, giant water beetles, fearsome 
dragonfly nymphs, leeches, water boatmen, 
water scorpions, the occasional frog, newt 
and toad and even, on a memorable red-let¬ 
ter day for me, a young pike. 

Pond dipping is something that childhood 
memories are made of. 

It’s a veritable, underwater micro-safari 
waiting to be discovered at the bottom of 
your garden, village or school. 

So, why not relive those memories, or get 
the whole family involved so memories for 
a new generation can be made? 

And if you truly want to do something 
important for the natural history in your 
area, probably the single biggest help you 
can offer is to dig a pond in your garden. 

Recent research shows that 80 per cent 
of wildlife ponds in the UK are in a ‘poor’ 
or ‘very poor’ state and we have lost almost 
half a million ponds in the last century. 

The effects of this loss on wildlife are dev-

astating, as freshwater ponds provide many 
species with suitable breeding and feeding 
habitats. 

Ponds have been, and continue to be, lost 
to urban development and land use change, 
agricultural drainage and in-filling, frag¬ 
mentation and through poor management. 
You really can make a difference. 

Larger ponds are also home to water 
voles which burrow into soft banks, grass 
snakes which hunt among the vegetation, 
and Daubenton’s bats which skim the water 
in search of insects. Waterbirds such as 
swans, moorhens and tufted ducks rely on 
ponds for feeding and nesting, while waders 
like lapwing, redshank and snipe probe the 
muddy margins for invertebrates. 

Ponds provide stepping stones between 
isolated patches of habitat, linking up the 
countryside and allowing species to move 
about freely. Water is a great place (pro¬ 
vided of course that supervision is on hand) 
for children to explore but if this is not pos¬ 
sible, then why not go on a safari in your 
garden or closest patch of countryside? 

Children are inherently enthralled by the 
natural history around them. 

It is the antidote to the fast-paced, 
stressful world in which many young chil¬ 
dren live. Equally important, it improves 
intellectual development and coping mech¬ 
anisms. It enhances science knowledge, 
develops better social skills, improves eye¬ 
sight, self-discipline and concentration and 
boosts self esteem.

IT is one of the wonders of Wales - and the playground of 
many Salopians. 

But Snowdon is becoming so popular it has been branded 
as being busier than Manchester’s Piccadilly station at 
rush hour. 

The Snowdonia Society has raised concerns that the pop¬ 
ularity of the mountain is having an adverse impact, par¬ 
ticularly on footpaths and it wants to encourage walkers to 
explore other peaks in the National Park. 

Leaders of the campaign group have also challenged the 
Welsh Government to spend as much money in maintain¬ 
ing the mountain and funding public transport links as it 
did on last year’s UK-wide advertising campaign which en¬ 
couraged tourists to visit Snowdonia. 

More than 600,000 people are expected to make the trek 
to the summit this year. Good weather since Easter has 
seen paths to the summit crowded with walkers, with some 
having to queue to pass at narrow points. 

At the last bank holiday weekend in May walkers had to 
queue to touch the brass plate at the top of the peak. 

One walker who climbed the peak said: “It’s ridiculous. I 
come here from Manchester for a bit of peace and quiet and 
find this path busier than Piccadilly station at the height 
of rush hour.” 

John Harold, of the Snowdonia Society, said the rise in 
visitor numbers was also proving a challenge for parking 
and litter. He said: “The growth seems to have accelerated 
in recent years. Obviously the mountain railway takes a lot 
of people to the top, but charity and challenge events have 
contributed a rapidly growing percentage too. 

“The levels of usage we are seeing now raise real ques¬ 
tions about sustainability, especially if the trends continue. 
There are challenges around footpaths, parking and trans¬ 
port, litter, dogs, mountain bikes and safety.” 

As a result of the increase in use, footpaths need to be 
repaired more frequently at a time when the resources to 
do it are being cut, he said. 

He said: “We see plenty of money spent on advertising 
campaigns, but the National Park Authority funding has 
been slashed in recent years and mountain rescue charities 
are having to respond to a growing numbers of call-outs. 

“The Snowdonia Society would love to see Welsh Govern¬ 
ment get the priorities straight on this.”

on a music mission 



I’m very excited to 
be finally recording 
a record that’s just 
me and a guitar 


T he churches of 
Wolverhampton, 
Staffordshire and Shropshire 
may be put to an unusual 
use in coming months as 
the region’s Ivor Novello 
Award-winning Scott Matthews 
embarks on a remarkable journey. 

The Wolverhampton-based singer/ 
songwriter is presently recording his sixth 
album, which is due for release in April, and 
hopes to record in a venue with stunning 
acoustics. 

And rather than head to studios in London, Bath, Wales 
or Scotland - he wants to stay close to home and find 
a unique and bespoke environment in which to record. 
The idea is to capture the magic that Scott’s concerts 
create, where fans from around the UK find themselves 
spellbound by the mystery of his evocative, spine-tingling 
songs. 

Scott became a huge success when he released 
the hit single Elusive, which was a BBC Radio favourite 
and earned him a tour with the Foo Fighters, a major 
recording deal with Island - home to U2, Bob Marley, 

Nick Drake and others - and won an Ivor Novello Award. 

Fie has since released five albums - including his 
two most recent, Flome Pt I and Home Pt II - and is 
embarking on a new record, which has a working title of 
Chapters. 

Scott says: “I’m writing at home and have a number 
of songs. I want to get to 15 or so, and whittle that down 
to 10. The idea for recording in a church came about 
because they have such brilliant acoustics. Recording 
in a unique environment, rather than a traditional studio, 
also adds a little magic to the performance. There’s 
something that happens when I play a concert, a feeling, 
or an energy, that the audience and I both feel. The 
idea is that by recording in a church with sensational 
acoustics, I can recreate that feeling and commit it to the 
record.” 

The record will be released in spring 2018, with an 
accompanying tour. And Scott, one of the UK’s most 
revered and respected singer/songwriters, is finally 
recording a stripped-down album featuring only him and 
a guitar. 

SHED 

Fans are being given the chance to engage with the 
recording process by getting regular updates from the 
artist, through an organisation called Pledge Music. 

Pledge Music gives performers who 
choose not to have a record deal the 
opportunity to work directly with fans 
- where they pre-order signed copies 
of the work, which helps to pay the 
upfront costs of recording. 

Scott adds: “I founded my own 
record label - Shedio - which is based 
around the converted garden shed 
at the bottom of my garden. That’s 
the space where I usually record. The 
fan-funded model works really well 
because fans then get 
the chance to find out 
about the process 
while it is still 
on-going. 




They get regular updates, which might include messages 
from me, video updates - all sorts of things. 

“Then, when the record is complete, they are the first 
to receive a signed copy of the new album, which is 
delivered to their door. It’s pretty simple for people to 
get involved. They just need to go online and search for 
Pledge Music, then search for Scott Matthews and all of 
the details appear.” 

Scott says financing the project is not the most 
important part of Pledge. The thing that he enjoys best is 
having direct access to his fans. 

“You might wake up one morning and there’ll be 
a message from someone in Paraguay who has just 
discovered the back catalogue, which is great. Or, 
alternatively, you might get a fan from somewhere in the 
UK who is really passionate about the music and can 
speak articulately about particular songs. 

“That really fuels my fire. Having that direct link with 
the fans, where they can tell me what they think, is a 
massive boost. And that’s one of the things I’m looking 
forward to as I record my sixth album.” 

Scott remains in the spotlight and was recently 
asked by the BBC to unveil a commemorative Blue 
Plaque at the former home of iconic British folk singer 
Nick Drake, who lived at Tanworth-ln-Arden. 

Scott was happy to oblige and performed the 
ceremony alongside fellow singer/songwriter Simon 

Fowler, 
best 

known as 
frontman 
with 
Ocean 

Colour Scene. 
“It was an enormous 
honour,” he says. “There have 
been a few highlights in my career: 
winning an Ivor Novello, presenting 
John Martyn with a Lifetime 
Achievement Award in a room full of 
people like John Martyn and so on. 
But being asked to unveil the plaque 


at Nick Drake’s home was remarkable. There were little 
rural paths that he would have walked along. It was easy 
to marvel at the things that would have gone on in his 
room, at the records that would have been delivered to 
his door and so on. It was a real privileged, a very special 
moment.” Scott, an avid Wolverhampton Wanderers fans, 
is looking forward to being back on the road in spring - 
though eagle-eyed fans might get the chance to see him 
play a few unannounced shows before then, when he 
trials new songs. 

“You can learn more from a three-minute soundcheck, 
or by playing a song at a gig, than you can by spending 
a year writing and refining a song. So I plan to road-test a 
few of the songs with a small number of gigs this autumn. 
The record will be finished by December, I’ll reflect for a 
little while and then it will be out in spring. I’m very excited 
to be finally recording a record that’s just me and a guitar. 
And, having released five albums already, I’m just thrilled 
to have the opportunity to record and release a sixth.”

Saloon lap record broken 
by special Subaru WRX STI 



Scooby screams around Nurburgring in record-breaking time 


Subaru has set an astonishing sub¬ 
seven-minute Nurburgring lap time 
in a heavily modified version of the 
WRX STI, setting a four-door saloon 
lap record in the process. 

The time of 6m 57.5s was set 
using a Subaru WRX STI Type RA 
NBR Special, which has previously 
recorded impressive lap times on 
the Isle of Man TT course, as well 
as coming third overall in this year’s 
Goodwood Festival of Speed hill 
climb. 

The model is based on the 
Japanese car manufacturer’s WRX 
STI performance saloon, but bears 
little resemblance to the car that can 
be bought at dealerships. 

Race and rally specialist Prodrive 
overhauled the car, fitting a World 
Rally Championship-spec version of 
the standard car’s 2.0-litre engine. It 
has an output of around 600bhp and 
an estimated top speed of 179mph. 

Other modifications include nine- 
inch-wide slick tyres for extra grip 
and a WRC gearbox that can change 
gears in 20 milliseconds. 

The exterior of the car has also 
been reworked thanks to a high- 
downforce aerodynamics package. 
This improves handling by forcing the 
car into the road as the air flows over 
it, and features an FI-inspired drag 
reduction system in the rear wing to 
improve top speed. 

The WRX STI nameplate has a 


long history with performance 
Subarus, born out of the company’s 
iconic rally efforts with the Impreza 
in the ‘90s. WRX stands for World 
Rally experimental and references 
road car technology inspired by 
rallying such as the all-wheel-drive 


system, while STI means Subaru 
Tecnica International, the company’s 
motorsport division. 

Subaru ditched the Impreza badge 
for its performance saloon with 
the latest generation, which is a 
standalone WRX STI model.

Growing following for new tourer 



There is a raft of top technologies that make driving the Insignia Sports Tourer safer, more relaxing and more comfortable

You simply have to think big in the Sports 
Tourer sector these days and Vauxhall has 
done just that with the unveiling of the new 
Insignia. 

The new Insignia Sports Tourer isn’t just 
big, it’s massive with the suits in Vauxhall’s 
design department putting the emphasis on 
practicality, flexibility and space-the 1,665 
litre boot is 135 litres bigger than the outgoing 
model. 

And despite growing the length of the 
boot from 1,997 to 2,005mm Vauxhall has 
managed to reduce the car’s weight by 200kg 
and improve performance. The tailgate can 
be opened with a kick gesture, without the 
need to even touch the car. Using the keyless 
empty system a simple small kicking motion 
under the rear bumper opens or closes the 
tailgate - though you do ooka bit silly if it 
doesn’t work at the first attempt. 

An optional 40/20/40 foldable rear seat 
combination means a multitude of luggage 
space configurations and all at the press of a 
button, conveniently located in the luggage 
compartment - no lifting required. 

Rear seat leg room is class leading, even 
for the taller passengers but there’s a big 
disappointment for the person in the middle 
with much firmer seating - you wouldn’t get 
me seated there for long. 

The new Insignia Sports Tourer comes with 
a range of engines from 110PS to 260PS but 
for me the pick of the bunch is an amazing 
and all-new 1.5 litre Turbo petrol SRi Nav 
with 165PS. As the move away from diesels 
continues at pace this could be the perfect 
option for the under-pressure businessman or 
just the job for the family focussed owner who 
still likes to feel the power underneath his feet. 


Performance is simply stunning with 
0-60mph in only 8.4seconds and a top 
speed of 138mph, though I doubt you would 
achieve Vauxhall’s claimed combined fuel 
consumption figure of 47mpg - the urge to 
floor the accelerator was too great for me. 

There is a raft of top technologies that 
make driving the Insignia Sports Tourer safer, 
more relaxing and more comfortable than 
before. Next generation IntelliLux LED matrix 
lighting, Lane Keep Assist, Head-up Display 
and unique AGR-certified premium seats, 
front- and rear-seat heating and a heated 
windscreen are just some examples. 

Outstanding infotainment and connectivity 
are also on board thanks to the latest 
generation IntelliLink systems and Vauxhall 
OnStar, which with the launch of the 
Insignia Sports Tourer, will offer even more 
functionality for customers. The new Insignia 
is also the first Vauxhall with an active 
aluminium bonnet, improving pedestrian 
protection considerably. 

Despite the exterior dimensions having 
grown slightly to 4,986 millimetres, the 
Insignia Sports Tourer looks even more 
athletic and agile than its predecessor. The 
prominent front grille and Monza Concept- 
inspired headlights all add to this perception. 

The model’s stance is also emphasised 
by the extended wheelbase, now 2,829 
millimetres, and a front overhang that has 
been reduced by 30 millimetres. The silver 
roof rails make it look lower, and emphasise 
the high-quality design. The slim, slightly 
protruding LED rear lights in double-wing 
design help the rear end of the Insignia Sports 
Tourer make a strong impression. 

Inside the driver now sits 3cms lower with 
most of the instruments easy to find. It’s just 
the starter button, hidden behind the steering 


wheel, that proves difficult to find on the first 
drive. Pretty much everything you need to find 
is contained in the central infotainment screen 
and is easy to master. 

You get Apple CarPlay and Android Auto 
compatible IntelliLink systems to keep you 
in touch and smartphones can seamlessly 
integrate into the vehicle’s infotainment 
system. It can also be charged wirelessly 
thanks to the latest inductive charging 
technology. Vauxhall OnStar, is also on board, 


offering services ranging from automatic 
crash response to stolen vehicle assistance. 

A new concierge service is launched with the 
new Insignia, enabling its occupants to ask 
OnStar advisors to select a hotel and go to 
room reservation. Up to seven devices can be 
connected to the Wi-Fi Hotspot on OnStar. 

Prices start at a competitive £18,685 
with the test car running at £21,510 though 
options which included a Winter Pack, LED 
headlights, parking sensors, leather interior, 


a bigger instrument display, a top-class 
heads-up display system, driving assistant 
pack and upgraded paint finish took the total 
to £26,525. Standard features include 17inch 
alloys, auto lights, keyless entry, electric door 
mirrors, rain sensitive wipers, six airbags, tyre 
pressure monitoring and alarm system. 

While the Insignia Sports Tourer may lack 
the refinement of the big boys like Audi in the 
sector there will be a growing following for this 
Vauxhall.

LLANFAIR IRKED 
AT CLUB U-TURN

LLANFAIR United boss Rhys 
Stephens admits newly-pro¬ 
moted Rhayader Town’s shock 
decision to pull out of the Huws 
Gray Cymru Alliance on the eve 
of the season has left a bitter 
taste. 

Despite finishing fourth bottom in the Cymru 
Alliance last season, Llanfair were relegated 
at the expense of Rhayader who were formally 
accepted into the league at the annual general 
meeting in June. 

Their withdrawal means that the Alliance will 
be operating with just 15 clubs next season - and 
Llanfair will be playing a level below in the Spar 
Mid Wales League division one. 

Rhayader officials put the reason for their de¬ 
cision down to a lack of players and the burden 
of travelling, but Stephens was unhappy with the 
situation. 

“Right from the end of last season they had 
doubts whether they could compete in the Cymru 
Alliance, but they gambled that they could get 
something sorted in time for the start of the sea¬ 
son,” he said. 

“It has left a bitter taste as we finished fourth 
from bottom last season, which was a great 
achievement for a club like ours, and we were 
unfortunate to go down. 

“People blame the system, but the only ones 
to blame for this situation are Rhayader. The sad 
thing about this is that it is not a shock.” 

Llanfair will not accept an 11th hour return to 
the Cymru Alliance after the loss of key players 
Joe Vaughan (Llanrhaeadr), James Davies (Cefn 
Druids) and Marc Jones (Berriew) has now weak¬ 
ened their hand. 

Instead, they will focus on the Spar Mid Wales 
League in which they expect to promote some of 
last season’s treble winning youth side, as well as 
signing some locally based players. 

“We’ll be playing in the Spar League next sea¬ 
son, and will be doing our best to get out of it. 
But we won’t be doing it at all costs,” added Ste¬ 
phens. 

Explaining their decision to quit, Rhayader is¬ 
sued a statement, saying: “This is a decision that 
hasn’t been taken lightly, and we have explored 
every avenue to try and fulfil our commitments. 

“For several seasons, travelling commitments 
in this league have become a burden and this 
year it has come to a head, with the realisation 
that players do not want to travel what can be 
324 mile round trips to play a game of football. 

“We apologise to all the clubs that our decision 
has affected, but we will come back stronger and 
accept any punishment that the league and FAW 
sanction. 

“Whatever happens we will still be playing 
football this season.”
